menr,declaring that ifthis be not done by them(with whom 
how the Intereſts of Spaine are involved, & interwoven is 
evident toall men)His Majeſty will imploy all ſuch Power, 
wherewith God hath enabled him,both by Hts owne Arms 
& the Affiltance of all his Allyes, to vindicate His Honour; 
The Parliament conceives that before Anſiver be made to 
this, ſo juſt Demand,ir is ueither ſafe nor Honourable ; for 
His Majeſty to furniſh that Prince with Forces, which may 
be a diſhearrning to the Proteftant Party abroad , a weak- 
ning to His Majelty,and a ſtrength co his Enemyes , in caſe 

uſtice be not done tothe EleQtora!l Houſe, which they con- 
ceive to have the more cauſeto doubt by reaſon of the Pub- 
lication in print,of the late generall maniteſty to the incluſi- 
on of the Prizce Palatine, 
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
